A similar letter was written by the 
vice president to Senator Hemenway. 
The vice president’s letter is not dif­ 
ferent from various expressions mad« * 
in a less formal manner by him in the 
past few days, and while it was ac­ 
cepted seriously and he was given full 
credit for sincerity, it did not have 
much effect in changing the determin­ 
ation of his admirers to press his nom ­ 
ination in the event of the naming of 
Secretary Taft for first place. 
Accord 
ingly there were as many prophecies 
after the promulgation of the latter as 
before that the vice president would in 
the end he called upon to succeed him­ 
self. 
It was confidently asserted that 
he 
would not 
« iecline a unanimous 
nomination. 
While this is the genera! sentim ent 
of those who have been supporting the 
vice president, largely outside of Indi­ 
ana, yet it remains a fact that his 
close friends who have been managing 
his campaign for the presidency openly 
declare tha? the letter must be ac­ 
cepted as final and definite in remov­ 
ing him from consideration for second 
place. 
Lafayette 
Young, 
delegate-at-large 
from Iowa, has received a telegram 
from Secretary Loeh which stared that 
President Rooffhvelt had not expressed 
a desire to see Governor Cummins’s 
name on the ticket or that of any other 
particular person. 
Secretary Loeb’s 
telegram was a response to a telegram 
from Mr. Young, in which the latter 
asked for an explanation of the pres­ 
ident’» attitude on the vice presiden­ 
tial nomination. 
Mr. Young, who has 
heretofore been classed among the op­ 
ponents of Governor Cummins, said 
that he would do nothing to prevent 
the latter’s nomination. 
The developments of the d.iv did not 
materially alter the vice presidential 
situation, and 
the opinion that 
the 
nomination will go either to Vice Pres­ 
ident, Fairbanks or to Governor Cum­ 
mins. 
The failure by New' York to 
caucus in the vice presidential situa­ 
tion is regarded as practically elim in­ 
ating that state from the contest. 
There are rumors of a further ef­ 
fort to get the New York state dele­ 
gation together behind the candidacy 
of Sherman, and it is reported that 
State Chairman Woodruff may after 
all present Sherman's name to the con­ 
vention. There has been no formal de­ 
cision on the matter, and today’s devel­ 
opments 
may 
radically 
change 
the 
whole situation. 
As th« * day goes on 
there has grown a disposition to at­ 
tach more nearly decisive importance 
to Vice President Fairbanks's letter 
and a feeling that his position might 
prove so truly irrevocable that not 
even a unanimous nomination could 
dislodge him. 
This consideration has 
materially encouraged the Cummins 
talk, as well as that of the various 
other candidates, east and west. 


Chicago, J une IS.— The final details 


of the platform having been arranged 
by the platform committee, the con- 


vention was equipped this morning to 
mak e its declaration of policy and pro­ 


ceed to the selection of candidates. 
“Today’s session opened at 10 o’clock 


instead of at noon, as heretofore, so 
that a full day may be had for the dis­ 


cussion of principles and men. 
The 


] platform went before the contention 


] early in the day and its adoption is 
being followed by the speeches placing 
in nomination the candidates for pres­ 


ident. 
The sub com m ittee of the committee 
on resolutions, which had been revis­ 
ing the draft of the platform as pre­ 
pared in Washington, decided to in­ 
corporate a plank regarding the use of 
injunctions in labor controversies. The 
sub-committee decided not to recom­ 
mend a plank favoring the admission 
of Arizona and New Mexico as states. 
“ If the Republican convention dt^iib- 
erately refuses to adopt a platform on 
which 
Secretary 
Taft fed s he 
can 
make a winning race, the Republican 
convention will have to nominate a 
man who needs no platform to win.” 
While this statem ent was not being 
put forward as an actual ultimatum, j 
it was the principal weapon which the 
advocates of an injunction plank in the 
platform used to compel the commit­ 
tee on resolutions and the convention 
itself to make such a declaration. 
It 
was their last resort, and the moment­ 
ous import of the alternative implied 
presented more strikingly than could 
anything else the desperate straits to 
which the supporters of an injunction 
declaration had been driven by the per­ 
sist 
fight 
that 
had 
been 
made j 
against it. 
The statem ent quoted was 
made by a member of the sub-commit- 
tee which prepared the platform, who 
is friendly to both President Roosevelt 
and Secretary Taft. 
It was the result 
of a careful analysis of the situation 
made after many hours of almost con­ 
tinuous service in the committee room, 
ami undoubtedly presented his view 
of the situation. 
Proceeding he said: 
“ It is preposterous to ask Secretary 
Taft to make the race for the presi­ 
dency on a platform which is not to 
hi» liking, and especially in view of 
the fact that it is generally know n that 
he has been giving much attention to 
the framing of the party’s declaration 
of principles and policies 
To do so 
would be to place him in the attitude j 
in which Mr. Cleveland was placed 
wffien ht* was compelled in 18 U2 to re j 
pudiate his party’* tariff plank, and it 
ts doubtful whether he would want to 
make the race under such conditions. 
It should also be borne in mind that 
the question of injunction touches the 
labor class, an element which he has j 
been * accused of antagonizing, and it 
is the very opposite of fair dealing to 
undertake to compel him to go before 
the country on a platform which af 
fords no assurance to this class of his 
friendly feeling toward them." 
The friend« of the administration 
had apparently become fully awakened j 
to the seriousness of the situation and 
were quite as zealous as their oppon­ 
ents. 
They had received telegrams
